The present claims differs from the prior art in that the prior art fails to disclose the liquid 
crystal medium comprising the indane compound of formula I and 2,3-difluorophenyl 
compounds of formula (IIA) and/or formula (IIB). The closest comparison is shown in the 

present specification (see comparative example and examples Ml to M7). The present liquid 
crystal compositions show better liquid crystal properties than the prior art.
